THURSDAY MORNING 


The Nineteenth Convention was 
opened at Ambassador Hotel at 10 
o’clock A. M. by Presidént Charles 
N. Smith. 

The President addressed ihe Con- 
vention and instructed the delegates 
as to the grave importance of many 
measures which were to come before 
the Conventions of the International 
and Mailers’ Trade District Union.

Good and Welfare 


Under this head a general discus- 
sion was entered into by all delegates. 
Delegate Lepp explained a matter of 
a pending contract between the pub- 
lishers and Mailers’ Union No. 23, in 
which he explained that the publishers. 
wished to place the Union on a pre- 
war basis as to scale of wages to be 
paid the members of No. 23. 

The result of the ballot on the mat- 
ter of holding the Mailers’ Trade Dis- 
trict Union Convention three days be- 
fore the International Typographical 
Union was announced, which was 
1386 for and 149 against. 

Delegate Martin, Boston, spoke on 
the question of having local unions 
insist that young men of the proper 


age be considered to be employed in 
the mailing rooms in local jurisdic- 
tions. 

Delegate Martin spoke on this sub- 
ject in which he explained that many 
jurisdictions were in the habit af tak- 
-iug into membership men far above 
the required age for apprentices. 

A general discussion was entered 
into by the delegates looking forward 
to the matter of requesting the Inter- 
national Typographical Union and also 
local Typographical Unions to render 
all assistance necessary to help us in 
the negotiation of contracts, also in 
the matters of lockouts or strikes. All 
delegates participated in the discussion 
on these subjects. 

At this time Delegate Randolph An- 
derson, New York, extended to the 
delegates and visitors a hearty invita- 
tion to visit New York City on their 
return trip, where the Mailers’ Union 
of that city has provided an enter- 
tainment program for all. 

Moved by Delegate Martin that we 
adjourn, to convene at 10 A. M. Sat- 
urday. 


SATURDAY MORNING 


The Saturday morning session of 
the Mailers’ Trade District Union was 
called to order by President Charles 
N. Smith at 10 o’clock Saturday morn- 
ing. 

President Smith appointed a Com- 
mittee on Officers’ Reports composed 
of Otto Lepp, Edward Cranston and 
Earl M. Lindsay. Officers’ reports 
were submitted to this committee. 

The lockout of the members of 
Mailers’ Union, No. 6, from the of- 
fices of the Williams Printing Com- 
pany of New York City, was discussed 
at great length. During said discus- 
sion it was pointed out that the local 
Typographical Union had not given 
the New York Mailers’ Union, No. 6, 
any assistance to remedy the condition 
in this. office. 

The matter of the lockout of mem- 


bers of Montreal Mailers’ Union by 
La Presse was also discussed, to- 
gether with conditions in Albany, 


Denver and Chicago. This discussion 
was entered into by all delegates, after 
which Delegate Martin offered the 
tollowing motion, which was unani- 
mously adopted. 


That a committee of three be ap- 
pointed to take up with President 
McParland the Denver, Atlanta, Chi- 
cago, New York conditions, and all 
other conditions which affect Mailers’ 
Unions throughout the country and 
the Mailers’ Trade District Union in 
convention assembled go on record as 
in favor of submitting resolutions to 
the International Typographical Un- 
ion convention requesting them to 


give us the proper support in these 


matters. 

President Smith at this time ap- 
pointed Delegate Martin, Delegate 
Nance and himself to act on the com- 
mittee to interview President McPar- 
land of the I. T. U. On thes subject 
mentioned. 

Motion was made and adopted that 
we adjourn to meet at 10 A. M., Fri- 
day. morning, September 8, I92zz,

The following propositions were 
submitted to the Convention for -con- 
sideration: 

Proposition No. 1 
Submitted by Kansas City Mailers’ 
Union No. 7, by Delegate Scott. 
In localities where there are not 


enough mailers to form a local of that 
craft, the typographical union may 
admit mailers into membership and 
shall include a provision covering 
maling work and a scale for the same 
in any new agreement they may sign 
with the employer under their juris- 
diction. 

The following delegates discussed 
the proposition: Delegates Scott, Mar- 
tin, Anderson, Fullam, Lally, . Gav- 
igan, Gibson, Scheele, Nance, Mc- 
Evoy, Cooney, Cranston and Vice- 
President Gallagher, after which the 
proposition was referred to the Laws 
Committee with a request from Dele- 
gate Scott that he be allowed to ap- 
pear before the committee in regards 
to the proposition. 

President Smith was detained from 
attending this session by his presence 
at the meeting of the Executive Coun- 
cil of the International Typographical 
Union and as the question of the lock- 
out of the members of Montreal 
Mailers’ Union, No. 39, by the publi- 
cation La Presse was a matter of im- 
portance before that body, the Presi- 
dent was excused, as the Executive 
Council of the I. T. U. remained in 
session very nearly the full day. 


REPORT OF THE PRESIDENT 


To the Members of the Mailers’ 
Trades District Union: 


Ladies and Gentlemen: 

In reporting to the Nineteenth An- 
nual Convention let me say I believe 
this is one of the most important con- 
ventions we have ever held, inasmuch 
as actions should and no doubt will 
be taken that mean much for the fu- 
ture of our craft, especially covering 
the question of closer affiliation of all 
the crafts in the printing trades, and 
particularly the proper and correct re- 
lations between the Mailers and 
Printer members of the International 
Typographical Union, also our rela- 
tions to the 44-hour question.and the 
benefits we have and should derive 
therefrom; the question of whether 
a blanket contract should not be suf- 
ficient to cover the Mailers’ and 
Printers’ organizations; the justifica- 
tion of amending laws to best protect 
our membership and our position re- 
garding arbitration and the method 
most profitable in the adjusting of 


wage scales. All of the questions will 
be given consideration at our conven- 
tion and I am hopeful our delibera- 
tion will help to bring about the solu- 
tion of them and a clearer understand- 
ing to ourselves and continued con- 
tractual relations with our employers. 


Membership 


I report for the first time during my 
incumbency a loss in membership. 
The 44 hour assessment was probably 
responsible for this, as it has been 
rather difficult to secure new mem- 
bers when they were informed of the 
assessment, and many of our members 
and organization in cities where we 
had no agreements, which means a 
low wage, found it impossible to meet 
their obligations and therefore 
dropped their membership, which 
automatically disrupted the local. It 
is pleasing to report that none of our 
members where locals exist quit the 
union or ratted, which is surely a 
creditable showing, and in view of 
the general slump in membership in 
every labor organization connected 
with the A. -F. ef L. it. is. not out of 
the ordinary that we should be some- 
what affected. 

This means is fatcen to warn our 
members against selecting anyone 
outside of their organization to repre- 
sent them as counselor in arbitration 
cases, as it has been brought to my 
attention where others have been se- 
lected that the case has been lost, and 
the cause apparently that the coun- 
selor did not fully understand his sub- 
ject. I contend we are able to make 
a winning argument on why and 
wherefore we should get what we 
want, and to thoroughly understand 
our case does much towards a favor- 
able decision. I feel at least we should 
not handicap ourselves by appointing 
those to represent us on a _ subject 
that means so much to us, who can 
only generalize on the subject they 
are entrusted with. 


Strikes and Lockouts 


The strike at Denver and the lock- 
out at Atlanta are still unsettled al- 
though there are indications the 
Atlanta lock-out will be settled in one 
office, The Georgian. This paper is 
owned by William Randolph Hearst 
and it-is the first time he has ever al- 


lowed one of his employees to lock 
out union members. The fact that it 
has been done and has continued for 
over a year leads me to believe Mr. 
Hearst is not opposed to the action 
of his manager of The Georgian. 
Perhaps as Mr. Hearst is a prospec: 
tive candidate for Governor of New 
York State on the Democratic ticket 
it will help him to become interested 
in this question, but even that will not 
offset the fact that he allowed one of 
his managers to join in a premeditated 
compact with other employers in the 
city of Atlanta to destroy our Mailers’ 
Union there. 

Our Denver organization succeeded 
in unionizing the Denver Post twice 
during the past year, and pulled the 
force on each occasion which crippled 
the office greatly. Mr. Bonfils con- 
tinues his efforts to disrupt our union 
regardless of what the cost may be 
and he will not relent and we know 
he will not succeed in his attempt. 
Our organization there will continue 
to live many years after those who 
would destroy it are forgotten. 


Montreal Lock-out 


The members of our French local 
were locked out of the La Presse of- 
fice, September Ist, for refusing to 
take a twelve per cent decrease. This 
is in line with the general plan of the 
merchants and manufacturers of that 
city to disrupt unions, and was fos- 
tered upon us by the publishers of 
English papers of that city. About 
twenty-four of our members were af- 
fected, two of whom were employed 
in the list room. The strike allow- 
ance has been granted our members 
and extra assistance of $100 per week 
to help them win the fight. We are 
hopeful of a speedy settlement of the 
affair. 


Arbitration Agreement 


I regret to report the discontinuance 
of the International Arbitration Agree- 
ment, as I believe it was the best way 
to settle wage questions, and although 
the results of arbitration were not 
always what we desired, I presume the 
same thing can be said of the em- 
ployer, however, arbitration being the 
only method to apply to disputes of 
peaceful settlement. It is my opinion 
much time, money and worry could 


be avoided if our organization could 
sign another Arbitration Agreement 
or secure a continuance of the. old 
agreement with the A. N. P.-A. I 
gather the impression from the last 
joint meeting I attended in Chicago 
that if the publishers’ committee was 
reduced to three instead of five mem- . 
bers, the possibility of drawing up a 
new agreement would be greatly in- 
creased, as there were some conscien- 
tious objectors present but they 
seemed to have left their conscience 
at home but their objections were al- 
ways manifested. 


Closer Affiliations 


It has been proven to your president 
many times that the whole trade 
would be greatly benefited by closer 
affiliations. Class prejudice or petty 
jealousy only blind us to the many 
advantages and improvements that 
could be secured by the trades merg- 
ing into one organization. We stand 
committed to that form of govern- 
ment and I urge and recommend that 
you would do all in your power locally 
and internationally to bring about the 
amalgamation of the printing trades. 
As a good beginning, let me suggest 
you use your efforts to bring about 
co-operation between the printers of 
your city and your organization. In 
this manner you could prove to the 
most skeptical the benefits we can de- 
rive through closer affiliation and co- 
operation. At any rate, if ever we 
succeed in bringing this question to a 
successful conclusion or not, you must 
concede it does not look proper or 
just, that some members of an Inter- 
national Union should be on strike or 
locked out, while other members of 
the same International Union are 
working in the same shop and for the 
same employers preparing matter to 
be handled by strike breakers or those 
who have taken advantage of that 
great American Privilege (RATS) to 
take another’s job to help force down 
wages. 


Scale Matters 


Quite a few of our organizations 
have signed up with the publishers of 
their city, continuing their agreements 
for one or more years and a few have 
received slight increases in pay and 
secured improvements in conditions. 


Among the organizations are: 

Boston—Increase 18c per day. 

St. Louis—Continued agreement. 

Minneapolis—Continued agreement. 

Kansas City—Continued agreement. 

Los Angeles—Continued agreement. 

Indianapolis—Reduction $2.00 per 
week. 

Cleveland—Increase $1.00 per week. 

Louisville—Arbitration award’ $5.00 
per week. 

Cincinnati—Continued agreement. 

Milwaukee—Continued agreement. 

Albany—Increase $3.00 per week. 

Tacoma—Continued agreement. 

Newark—Increase $3.00. 

These are some of the changes made 
during the year. It is quite evident 
other organizations have made im- 
provements or changes in their scale 
of wages and will report on same later. 

I suggest scale committees or officers 
of organizations on making changes 
in scales would include a statement 
covering improvements made therein, 
as it is rather difficult to guess at 
those things when new agreements 
are signed and forwarded without any 
information furnished regarding the 
same. 


Matters of Interest 


Considerable has been said regard- 
ing benefits derived through member- 
ship in the International Typograph- 
ical Union, therefore, I include the fol- 
lowing statements taken from Secre- 
tary Hays’ report:

showing a total balance paid by the 
mailer members of the I. T. U. to 
be proportioned to the general fund, 
pension fund, strike fund, mortuary 
fund, Journal and supplies. You can 
see from the above figures how neces- 
sary one is to the other in this great 
_ organization and while we show finan- 
cial asset add to the strength of the 
I. T. U., we see the weight and ad- 
vantages of membership in that or- 
ganization and the necessity of laws 
which do equally apply to us finan- 


cially and otherwise, as in justice 
laws that equally tax members should 
also fully protect all those members, 
in my Opinion. 

44-Hour Matter

You will note the Canadian mem- 
bers drew more than twice the 
amount they .paid the I. T. U. This 
is not unusual under the circum- 
stances, as you will find that mostly 
every organization effected by the 
44-Hour Week Fight have been and 
are still drawing in excess of what 
they are paying. I would also call 
to your attention that the receipts 
in the 44-hour assessment are much 
less than the expenditures and there- 
fore to all appearances must be cut 
down or the assessment increased. 
[ venture the opinion, however, that 
increase of business within the next 
few months will increase the total 
amount of the assessment collected 
and reduce the expenditures, and in 
that inanner the amount now allowed 
the members will be continued to a 
victorious conclusion. I am _ rather 
pessimistic about any reduction in the 
assessment at the present time (but 
I am willing to be pleasantly surprised 
in the matter). You can rest assured, 
however, the assessment will be re- 
duced and taken off as soon as tne 
occasion will warrant such an action. 

The Williams Printing Company, a 
job office in New York City, and a 
member of the Closed Shop. Division 
of the United Typothetae, locked out 
our members because No. 6 would 
not allow them to pay piece rates, al- 
though No. 6’s contract with the 
Typothetae Closed Shop Division 
called for a daily wage. The officers . 
of the Closed Shop Division contended 
their members have the privilege of 
deciding what departments shall be 
union; No. 6 claiming the term 
“Closed Shop” meant just what it 


would imply. The subject was called 
to the attention of the Executive 
Council of the I. T. U. in accordance 
with Section 156 of the general laws 
and complaint was made to Typo- 
graphical Union No. 6 as prescribed 
in the stated law. Mr. Williams was 
interviewed by President McParland 
and Representative McLoughlin, Pres- 
ident Rouse, and _ Representative 
Douglass of Big Six, your humble 
servant being present on each occasion, 
the result being a flat refusal on the 
part of the Williams Company to re- 
instate*’ our members’ unless. they 
would work on the piece rate. In 
view of the law covering this matter, 
No. 6 requested that the Executive 
Council take action which would re- 
quire members of Typographical 
Union No. 6 to be withdrawn from 
the Williams plant. The matter was 
acted upon by the Executive Council 
on September 6th at Atlantic City, 
the result being the Council stood 4 
in favor and 1 against, and inasmuch 
as it requires unanimous consent to 
pass this action, it therefore was de- 
feated. I am not crying over spilt 
milk or condemning the Executive 
Council of the I. T. U. or any one 
member of the said Council for the 
failure in securing what I considered 
a justifiable action. I do, however, 
find fault with a law that allows one 
member of a body of five to defeat the 
purpose of that law for or without 
good reason, and I therefore suggest 
amendment to Section 156 of the 
I. T. U. General Laws so as it will 
require a majority vote instead of 
unanimous vote as it reads at present. 

In conclusion let me say I have 
visited mostly every jurisdiction in the 
East, Middle West and South during 
the past twelve months and have found 
working conditions fairly good, which 
is remarkable considering the depres- 
sion which has been apparent in 
mostly every line of trade; the demand 
for men being in excess of the supply. 

On a general average our members’ 
wages are higher than the previous 
year and their working conditions 
have been improved. 

It has been rather difficult to pre- 
vent our members from taking unusual 
actions—the war spirit still prevails. 
I therefore take this occasion to warn 
our members to be very cautious in 


their deliberations, as there is no tell- 
ing what hasty action may bring about 
under the present circumstances. 

I desire to thank the officers and 
members of the various organizations 
for their -co-operation and assistance 
while in their city and trust the com- 
ing year will bring to us a greater and 
continued prosperity.

REPORT OF VICE-PRESIDENT 
JOHN G. GALLAGHER 


To the Officers and Members of the 
Mailers Trade District Union: 


Ladies and Gentlemen: 

The past year of the Trade District 
has been an eventful one in many of 
our jurisdictions and we have had 
trouble in various centers, suffering 
also the loss of some locals, and con- 
sequently a reduced membership. In 
the various points where strikes are 
in existence, our membership stood 


‘loyal and we are more than holding 


our own, but still the co-operation that 
is rightly ours and which we should 
have from printers’ locals, is sadly 
lacking. Some method will have to 
be devised pointing out this lack of 
support and bringing the fact squarely 
home to these printer locals through 
the attention of the I. T. U. Conven- 
tion by our delegates, and a strenuous 
effort made to remedy this state of 
attalrs: 

The activities I have been engaged 
in cover several places. Since the Ist 
of June, 1921, I have been in charge 
of the Toronto strike situation, where 
one-third of the Toronto membership 
are still battling nobly, and where, 
since the beginning of the strike, not 
one member has violated his obliga- 
tion. In that city nearly 900 printers 
are on the strike roll—the most of 
any city in the entire jurisdiction. 

In November of 1921, I was in- 
structed by President C. N. Smith to 
go to the city of Ottawa, and discuss 
the payment of the strike assessment 
with No. 60. After interviewing the 
officers and members of the Ottawa 
Union, I secured their promise that 
all arrearages of the assessment would 


be met and that they would keep in 
good standing in the future, with the 
Pepa, and M. Tob. U. 

In February of 1922, I was sent to 
the city of Ottawa and Montreal by 
President C. N. Smith, to take up a 
matter of great concern, with the 
president and secretary of the Domin- 
ion Trades and Labor Congress. This 
journey was made with President 
Andrew Gerrard of Toronto Typo- 
graphical Union No. 91. 

We had information of a conspiracy 
to disrupt organized labor in Canada 
and the information was for sale by 
former employees of a certain De- 
tective or Strike-breaking Agency. 
But, after vainly struggling to get the 
support of these officials, all they 
would do was to promise considera- 
tion, declaring that the friends of the 
Dominion Trades and Labor Congress 
would not allow them to start any 
litigation or legal entanglements. This 
matter was taken up with the Labor 
members of the Ontario Government 
and members of Ontario Cabinet. 
Finally, however, the figure that these 
crooks, formerly connected with this 
strike-breaking agency, wanted to sell 
out for was almost prohibitive and we 
‘had to drop the affair. One of these 
fellows claimed to be a former mailer. 


I attended the Ontario-Quebec Con-. 


ference which was held in the city of 
Toronto, representing President C.N. 
Smith. The Conference met as guests 
of Toronto Mailers’ Union. The 
Conference was the most important 
gathering in the history of that body, 
about fifty delegates and visitors being 
present. 

I also attended a meeting of the 
Executive Council in the city of De- 
troit early in July of the present year, 
where many important subjects were 
discussed and which will no doubt be 
dealt with in President Smith’s report. 

In the city of Hamilton, Ont., there 
are some mailers where an organiza- 
tion may be effected in the near fu- 
ture. Four mailers from that city 
came to Toronto and “scabbed” on 
the Toronto local. They were event- 
ually taken out and placed on the 
strike roll. 

I would also express my regards for 
the help and sympathy from the 
President and Strike "Committee of 
Typographical Union, No. 91, during 


the past fifteen months of the 44-hour 
strike in the city of Toronto. 

In conclusion, let us all bear our 
share of the burdens and with patience, 
and perseverance, we will overcome all 
our difficulties. 

Thanking the other members of the 
Council for their kindness and cour- 
tesy and also my appreciation of the 
kind co-operation of our local officers 
and secretaries, I am,

SECRETARY-TREASURER’S 
REPORT 


Report of Secretary-Treasurer James 
P. McNichols to the membership 
of the Mailers’ Trade District Un- 
ion: 

Ladies and Gentlemen: 

The year just closed has been a 
disastrous one for the Mailers’ Trade 
District Union owing to the disband- 
ing of several of our locals, which have 
been in a flourishing condition here- 
tofore. It is to be regretted that such 
a state of affairs has come about after 
all the hard work done by the Inter- 
national officers and the local officers 
of those disorganized unions, among 
which are some very prominent ones. 
Some of them just abandoned their 
charters through sheer neglect as they 
had contracts whose life extended for 
at least a year after their charter was 
surrendered—the union to which ref- 
erence is made is Omaha Local, No. 
15. We have also lost Little Rock, 
Fort Worth, Wichita, Ottawa, Lon- 
don, Ont., Canada, Akron.and Buffalo. 
Several of these localities are large 
ones and should have very prosperous 
unions, with at least forty to sixty 
members, but it seems the union spirit 
does not dominate amongst them. 

In’ several of our jurisdictions we 
are confronted with much trouble by 
the attitude of the Bindery Workers’ 
Union attempting and also taking from 
us our part of the trade known as 
single wrapping. We have at the pres- 
ent time, a condition in the Chicago 
jurisdiction whereby the local of 
Bindery Women, known as No. 30, has 
taken the places of five of our mem-. 
bers through a slow process of elimi- 


nation, meaning that the officers of the 
Bindery Women’s Local have taken 
over the single wrapping work done 
by the Blakely Company, a union label 
house of Chicago. We have through 
our delegates to the Chicago Allied 
Printing Council protested the use of 
the label by this company and have 
been unsuccessful in having same lift- 
ed. The printers’ union of Chicago 
Typographical No. 16, through their 
delegates to the Allied Trades’ Coun- 
cil requested one year ago that we 
proceed slow with the lifting of label 
of the Blakely Company as they had 
ninety-eight printers in the employ of 
the company and the mailers had only 
five members who were losing their 
position and the comparison was too 
great to assist us by the lifting of this 
company’s union label. We have ap- 
pealed our case to the Board of Gov- 
ernors, and the matter has been re- 
ferred to the International presidents 
of both unions. 
ference has been of no avail. 

It is time that our Mailers’ locals 
awaken and put up an aggressive fight 
against any encroachments on our 
trade. This same state of affairs ob- 
tains in several of our jurisdictions.

To the Convention of the Mailers’ 
Trade -District Union: 


Ladies and Gentlemen: 

I am submitting herewith my re- 
port on my activities during the past 
year in behalf of the Mailers’ Trade 
District Union, especially in New 
York State. 

While other trade unions have been 
badly affected by a year of almost 
unexampled economic depression, the 
Mailers have more than held their own 
as the statistical part of my report 
will show, have increased in numbers 
and bettered to a remarkable degree 

their working conditions. 

If the Convention of the Interna- 
tional Typographical Union next week 
will uphold Mailers’ Union, No. 6, in 
the Williams case, I am confident that 
a number of upstate cities can be or- 
ganized because of the knowledge that 
when they are right the International 
will stand by them. So important do 
we consider the Williams case in its 
effect generally that.we have gone to 
the expense of having a brief that was 
presented to the Executive Council in 
Cincinnati printed for distribution 
among the attendants. 

_ Every mailer present at this conven- 
tion should constitute himself a com- 
mittee of one to lobby with the printer 
delegates in behalf of the resolution 
that will be introduced by Mailers’ 
Union, No. 6, directing the Executive 
Council to support our local union to 
the limit in the Williams contest. If 
we are defeated in this case then the 
bad effects will be felt by mailers 
throughout the International jurisdic- 
tion. 

There follows herewith the recital 
of our work in local teams, that is, as 
it was undertaken in each place vis- 
ited and the results. 

Immediately after the last Conven- 
tion, on reaching New York City, I 
was called in a conference by the Print- 
ers’ League in regard to a new wage 
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agreement, also new working condi- 
tions and at that time the employing 
printers submitted a proposition to 
Mailers’ Union, No. 6, eliminating the 
single wrappiny now being done by 
the members of that union. We could 
not agree in conciliation as this un- 
ion claims that the Printers’ League 
had no right to interfere with their 
jurisdictional rights. The Printers’ 
League then insisted that we go to ar- 
bitration on the matter. This we ab- 
solutely refused to do as we claim it 
was International law and could not 
be arbitrated and we were compelled 
to call in President Smith who told 
the employing printers under no con- 
sideration would we arbitrate this mat- 
ter, and we were successful in signing 
up a new wage agreement with the old 
condition, which runs until October 1, 
1922. We were also able to sign up a 
newspaper scale for one year at the old 
scale and practically the same condi- 
tions, there only being a few minor 
changes. 

At the present time Mailers Union, 
No. 6, are negotiating with the book 
and job employers and also the news- 
paper publishers, and the book and 
job employers have again put in their 
demand, the elimination of single 
wrapping now being done by mailers 
and insist that it be transferred to 
43, but we have every reason to be- 
lieve that in the final analysis we will 
be successful in retaining all of our 
old conditions and get the increase 
in wages we are asking for. 

I. was instructed during the past 
year by President Smith to visit the 
cities of Rochester, Syracuse and Al- 
bany and in the cities of Rochester 
and Syracuse I was able to interview 
the mailers on several papers and I 
believe we are in a fair way of organ- 
zing in both of those cities and hope 
that in the next visit I make that I 
may be able to report that we have 
locals in those towns. 

I was sent by President Smith to 
Albany to try to fix up some difficulty 
that existed in that city in regard to 
one of the papers not paying the pre- 
vailing scale and after interviewing 
the manager of this paper, he agreed 
to pay the scale with back pay from 
the time that the publishers had agreed 
to it. This amounted to a considerable 
sum. In the latter part of May, Pres- 


ident Smith instructed me to pay a 
visit to the city of Boston and take 
up a matter with Secretary Hays 
which affected the mailers, and dur- 
ing my visit I had the pleasure of vis- 
iting several mail rooms and becoming 
acquainted with the members of that 
local. 

During the past year, having been 
able, through New York connections 
and with the assistance of President 
Smith, to see if a way could not be 
found to straighten out trouble now 
existing in the city of Atlanta regard- 
ing the mailers in that city, and I feel 
from my last interview with the 
Hearst management that things will 
be in the very near future straightened 
out for the Atlanta Mailers’ Union 
and they will again be able to regain 
their positions in the Hearst service. 

There are many things that confront 
the mailers at the present time and I 
believe that with a little patience and 
perseverence, that the mailers this 
coming year will make more rapid 
strides than they have in the past. 

Wishing at this time to thank Pres- 
ident Smith and the officers of the 
Mailers’ Trade District Union for their 
assistance, I beg to remain

REPORT OF REPRESENTA- 
TIVE WALTER J. WEISSMAN 


To the Officers and Members of Mail- 
ers Trade District Union: 
Greetings: 

In submitting my annual report as 
one of your representatives, will say 
that the past year has been one of 
the worst years for organized labor 
we have ever experienced. The Na- 
tional Chamber of Commerce, in their 
fight on organized labor, has been the 
most severe battle the employers have 
ever staged, and while they have made 
some inroads on the different organi- 
zations connected with the A. F. of L., 
I think the mailers throughout the 
country have held together firmly. 

I have tried to form locals in 
Springfield, Columbus and Lexington 
during the past year, but without suc- 


cess, as the forty-four hour assess- 
ment which has been on for the past 
year has made it very difficult to ask 
any of these men to join at the pres- 
ent time, and also the depression in 
business. In regards to Lexington, 
they have only two mailers and I sug- 
gested to them that they make appli- 
cation to join the Louisville Local. 

I am pleased to report that with all 
the fight against labor, the Akron, O., 
mailers are still holding their charter, 
even though they have no agreement 
with the publishers. President Smith 
and several of the Cleveland mailers 
visited Akron and no doubt their in- 
fluence has helped to keep these boys 
together. 

At the request of President Smith, 
I went to Louisville during the month 
of April and helped advise them in 
their arbitration proceedings, as this 
was their first arbitration case and I 
think their officers did very well, as 
they received a five dollar increase 
from the arbiter. 

The Cincinnati Local has made very 


. good progress during the past year 
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and the best of feeling exists between 
the publishers and No. 17. In our 
job end we have just started negotia- 
tions for an increase in wages.

Proposition No. 3—By Delegates

Article III.—Conventions 
“Section 1. The convention of 


the Mailers’ Trade District Unon 
shall be held annually on the sec- 
ond Monday in August at such 
place as the delegates in conven- 
tion assembled may designate. All 
the arrangements for the same to 
be made by and at the expense 
of the Mailers’ Trade District Un- 
ion.” 

Committee on Laws reports favor- 
able, with the provision that the con- 
vention revise Section 1 of the Con- 
if same is carried by 
referendum vote of the membership.

AMENDMENTS 


Amend Section 2, Article I., Consti- 
tution, to read as follows: 

“Section 2. A charter may be 
issued to eight or more printers, 
and to five or more of. the allied 
crafts or kindred trades in any 
city or town. Only one English- 
speaking subordinate union in any 
distinctive craft shall be chartered 
in the same place; but a charter 
may be granted to printers or 
mailers of, and working in, a for- 
eign tongue, and such printers or 
mailers may join an  English- 
speaking union in any place where 
a union in their mother tongue 
does not exist. Where printers’ 
and mailers’ unions, chartered by 
this union, have jurisdiction in dif- 
ferent departments in the same es- 
tablishment, contracts of employ- 
ment shall be negotiated jointly 
and with identical expiration dates, 
and these contracts shall contain 


a Clause that an authorized strike 

or a lockout in any department 

shall automatically terminate con- 
tracts covering other departments 
or unions.”

Moved by Delegate Anderson that

Amend Section 19, General Laws, 
to read as follows: 

“Section 19. An appeal for fi- 
nancial aid from a local union to 
subordinate unions to be legal 
must bear the printed approval of 
the Executive Council and if such 
local union is also a part of a 
trade district union, then such ap- 
peal must also bear the printed 
approval of the officers of sucn 
trade district union.” 

Moved by Delegate Gibson that we 
amend Section 19, General Laws, as 
proposed. Adopted. 

Amend Section 156, General Laws, 
to read: 

Section 156. A _ strike or lock- 

out of any branch or craft of the 

International Union, authorized 

by the Executive Council there- 

of, shall apply alike to each and 
every union, craft and individual 
working under said jurisdiction in 
the office or concern involved. 

Should a majority of said unions 

fail to support a proposition to 

strike, the aggrieved union may 
take an appeal to the Executive 

Council, and if, after being fur- 

nished with statements from all 

parties concerned, a majority of 
the members of that body believe 
the inauguration of a strike abso- 
lutely necessary, the president 
shall in person, or by proxy, again 
attempt to effect a settlement with 
employers, and if unsuccessful, 


shall, through the officers of the 
various unions, order a general 
strike of all members of the Inter- 
national Typographical Union em- 
ployed by the firm or firms inter- 
ested, and those disregarding this 
order shall be forthwith expelled.” 

Moved by Delegate Anderson that 
we amend Section 156 by inserting 
after the word “concerned” the words 
“a majority of,” in lieu of the word 
“all,” and that all amendments be 
placed before the International Typo- 
graphical Union Convention for action 
hereon. Adopted. 

The amendment brought on a very 
lengthy discussion, which was partici- 
pated in by Delegates Anderson, Mar- 
tin, Lally, Lepp, Cranston, Fullam, 
Scott, Eatherly, Gibson, Gavigan and 
Nance. 

Amend Section 38, General Laws, 
to read: 

“Section 38. When subordinate 
unions elect to membership print-— 
ers or mailers from country towns 
any considerable distance from 
such subordinate unions, it shall 
be considered proper and legal for 
such newly-elected members to 
subscribe to the oath of member- 
ship on a blank form to be pre- 
pared and furnished by the In- 
ternational officers, in lieu of ap- 
pearing personally ‘before the sub- 
ordinate union for obligation: 
Provided, Said oath (or obliga- 
tion) shall be subscribed and 
sworn to before some civil officer 
legally authorized to administer 
oaths.” 

Moved by Delegate Eatherly that. 
we amend Section 38, by placing the 
words “or mailers” after the word 
“printers,” and before the words 
“from country towns.” Adopted. 

Amend Section 40, General Laws, to 
read: 

Section 40. In towns where 
there are not a sufficient number 
of printers or mailers employed 
to hold a charter from this body, 
a representative of the Interna- 
tional Typographical Union may 
furnish application blanks to such 
as are there and wish to become 
members of the International Ty- 
pographical Unon, and_ such 
blanks, when filled out, shall be 
forwarded by him to the Secre- 


tary-Treasurer, who shall cause 

the names of applicants to be pub-

Moved by Delegate Scott that we 
adopt the amendment by placing the 
words “or mailers” between the words 
“printers” and “employed.” Adopted. 

Amend section sub-section (e) of 
Section 2, Article XIII., Constitution, 
to read as follows: 

“(e) To elect officers of the 
Trade District Union, the Presi- 
dent of which shall be a Vice- 
President of the International Ty- 
pographical Union, and one of its 
delegates to the American Federa- 
tion of Labor.” 

Moved by Delegate Lepp that we 
adopt the amendment. Concurred in. 

Section 42. Subordinate unions 
shall have the power to grant or 
refuse an applicant for member- 
ship a permit to work while his 
or her petition is pending. An 
applicant for membership, work- 
ing under permit pending final ac- 
tion on his or her case, is entitled 
to work in union offices and re- 
ceive the same recognition as 
members of the union: Provided, 
That subordinate unions have the 
power to revoke permits, pend- 
ing final action, if it be known 
that applicants have sought em- 
ployment contrary to the provi- 
sions of Section 113 or for any 
other reason deemed expedient. 
When an applicant for member- 
ship or reinstatement is once re- 
jected in a subordinate union he 
can not again make a new applica- 
tion in any union for a period of 
six months from the time of such 
rejection except by permisison of 
the International President, or in 
case of trade district union juris- 
diction, the president of such trade 
district union. 

Moved by Delegate Lally that we 
adopted the amendment with the 
changes proposed. Adopted. 

Amend Section 37, General Laws, to 
read as follows: 

Section 37. No person shall be 
admitted to membersihp in a sub- 
ordinate union who has not served 
an apprenticeship of at least five 
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years, except with the consent of 

the President of the International 

Typographical Union, or of the 

President of the Trade District 

Union of his «craft. 

(Balance of section to remain as 

at present.) 

Moved by Delegate Lindsay that 

we adopt the amendment concurred in.

At this time President Rene Mazu- 
rette, of Montreal Mailers’ Union No. 
39, was granted the floor in regards 
to the lockout of Mailers on La Presse 
newspaper of that city. President 
Mazurette explained his union had sent 
him on in an attempt to have Montreal 
Typographical Union defer signing a 
contract with this newspaper until 
such time as they are willing to re- 
place the Mailers in their positions. 
He also stated that the Printers were 
having a meeting this afternoon, and

with the result that, in company with 
President Mazurette, they were ex- 
cused from our meeting to interview.

This discus- 
sion brought out some very warm 
remarks by the different delegates who 
spoke on the subject, after which 
Delegate Weissman moved that the 
Convention go on record ds in favor 
of increasing the Defense Fund to one 
hundred thousand dollars ($100,000). 

Delegates who discussed this propo- 
sition were Lally, Lindsay, Gavigan, 
Lepp, Weissman, Cranston, Anderson, 
Martin and Scott, after which it was 
moved that we adopt the motion as 
proposed by Delegate Weissman.

At this time Delegate Nance ex- 
tended an invitation to the delegates 
to visit Atlanta in 1923, as they were 
certain the convention would be held 
there in that year. 

Ex-Delegate Finley, of New York, 
was introduced and gave a very in- 
teresting talk on many subjects in- 
teresting to our craft. 

The delegates were of the opinion 
that at future conventions we have 
enough badges made up to supply all, 
to be known as the Mailers’ delegates. 

President Smith closed the conven- 
tion, with many reasons why we 
should be very interested in our af- 
fairs in the future, and that we have 
our unions keep posted on all mat- 
ters pertaining to our craft. 

Moved by Delegate McEvoy that we 
adjourn, to meet in the city selected 
by the International, Typographical 
Union. Adopted. . 
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
